ſand ſpirituall maintenances. Then S*, 
if you coulde bee bur ſo equally affeted 
to them, which were ſo many hundred 
yeares togither , true Titlers, and ow- 
ners,both of Religion,and religious poſ- 
fefsions in this Nation, to let them now;

Anceſtors and this Nation ſo many hun- 
dreds of yeares z and mooued by {o. cer- 
taineand ynfallible morines as I hane re» 
cited, the whole Chriſhan worlde to ho» 
nour & defendit : bur ſuch as every man 
of indgment (and ſuch as willnot bemo= 
ued with euery blaſte of {uch vnconſtanr 
and contemptble men)may ſuppoſethey

Emperours and Princes of the earth, ſg 
many wiſe and learned Philoſophers,Ma- 
gicians,and potent enemies were CONque= 
red, to profel[e ſo poore and penitennall 
life, in regard of thoſe honours and plea 
ſures they had enioyed,. Neither is this 
the ende and ſcope of that Aſfociator as I 
haue deſcribed : Butto mooue our Soue- 
raigne, firſte ro eſtabliſhe that Rebgop 
which ſhe hath allowed, onely vntill tuch 
time, as he hopeth the former may bee 0- 
uenthrowne: And then, both that. and 
the profeſſors thereof, muſte bee dumini= 
ſh A and taken away, as his owne wordes 
haue witneſſed. Aud that vncertaine, 
vnconſtanr, falſe,and ſeditious profeſsion 
which neuer hath ende, bur euer is in de» 
bate, contention, diſobedienc eration, 
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and diſſentious wickedneſſe muſt bee & 
reted. Whenthe Vicar of Greenewnich, 
or Deane of Winſor, or Parſon of any 
Place, wherethe Queeneor King ſhall 
keepe their Court, may depoſe them as 
their ſpirit pleaſeth . VVhich vnder Pu» 
ritane correion,toviethis mans phraſe 
15 far more dawgerons to the State in cizall conſe 
deration : then to maintayne ſupremacie 
intheSeeofRome. And yet I make a 
doubr, ifyour Precbitery may be planted, 
and the pretendedperſeftion in Religion ad- 
mitred, wherher any Lueyngy ing, or 
Prince, may bee allowed with that ſub- 
miſsion. Forſach Regents are incom+ 
patible ofthoſe brethren, ypon vvhome 
no lawe may beimpoſed. Then Nobles, 
and Couggell, are roceaſe where both 
community of thinzes muſt bee, and ſo 
many Regalitiesand Regencies are, as 


. there be Pariſhes in this Nation, thou« 


ſandes of ſupremacies, more then can 
gine maintenanceto any vnity or Sub- 
ordinatien. Asfor Proteſtant Biſhops 
and al ſuch as 4pend rpon eccleſraſtical digni=
